The M1rnor likewiſe 1s/out of reaſon it ſelfe 
deduced by our Sauiours blaming his diſciples 
for conceauing-that any meate eaten by the 
mouth can of it (elfe defile the ſoule , and fo 
conſequently for any natural vncleanes be vn- 
lawfull to be vſed - wherefore the legall prohi- 
bition of them, cannot be morall but myſteri- 
ous and cerimomall . |Secondly I frame this 
argument , That which neither commendeth 
men to God, nor appeftayneth ta the gayning 
of heauen, as Iuſtice and other vertues do,can- 
not belong to the morall or ſupernaturall duty 
of a Chriſtian : But meats according to S. Paul 
' do neither of themſelues commend vs to-God,

In 
which Text albeit it ſhould be graunted that 
the Apoſtle chiefly diſputed againſt the Symo+» 
pians , Saturnians , Marcionites yand other like 
Hereriks,who in, and fooneafter the Apoſtles 
times, taught many Creatures to beill1n their 
owne nature, as hauing been by an euill God 
created , and fo to be deteſted by Chriſtians : 
yet the reaſon of his dorine is moral and ſuf- 
ficient to 'ſhew the legall impurity of meats 
abrogated by our Sauiour , which I proue by 
this argument .* 
Euery Creature of God that is good , and

Buteuery Creatureof God is good , acording to 
the Apoſtle, and not to be reieRted being recea- 
ved with chanskgiuing + Therefore.euery crea- 
ture /'may® lawfully be eaten with prayer and 
thanskſgiuing by Chriſtians.

{and deaiall of hauing ever eaten any yncleane 

| thing, was litterally meant by him ; ſo was 
Gods commaund likewiſe that he ſhould kill 
 andeate them ;and his divine warrant of their 
beingeleanſed, literally to be vnderſtood,, and 
made a chiefe ground of that Apoſtolicall decree 
Afl.s51. wherein all ſortes of meates, not ſtran-

Fer as by this 
viſion S , Peter was inſtructed firſt concerning 
the generall and aQuall yocation of the Genrills:

of meates , further. then a neceſſary abſtinence 
from theſe three fora time already mentioned . 
My ſecond argument ſhalbe calleaed 
out of the Apoſtles decree A@G. 15. whetein a- 
gainlt ſach as taught to introduce Cirtuthci- 
ſion, and the obleruance of M:3/es law verſe 5.
